Provisions. ol 
s the Act and History of the 


Organization. 


Tho not Introduced iii iho General As- 


sembly this week, altonling » means fur 
ihe Xe-wport Marine Society 'lo wind up 
its affairs, provides tiiut the secretary of 
the society shall, after the passage ol' 
I he lid, call a meeting: of the society, to 
he held in this eity, and. thai at .such 
meeting three members, hi person or 
represent I'd by proxy in writing given to 
it member of the society, shall constitute 
a tjuorum, and a majority of the society 
shall lie authorised to take any no I ton 
whatever at said meeting or at any ad- 
journment thereof* 


Section 2 provides that, 
"in addition 


to the business authorized by its charter, 
said .society may vote to wind up 
its 


tilTairs, and may appoint one 
or

persons a committee with authority so

interest of said fund may be used

necessary; and in default of any person 
above referred to being1 entitled to 
the 


same, then to administer the net income 
nC said fund for the relief of unfortunate 
master mariners, 'their widows 
and 


m-phan children, in said 
Newport for- 


ever; or -Ihc .said society may vote to 
transfer the same to'any other charitable 
purpose, or to transfer the same, or 
that the'"sanie shall be transferred at any 
lime in the future by the trustee of said

But nearly every 
speaker ijcels that the responsibility 
rests upon him and that all appropria- 
tipus, especially it they appear excess- 
ive, are charged first ngaiiist the ma- 
jority and then against the speaker. 
Most of the predecessors of Speaker 
Henderson have made It their business 
to stand Iu the way of anything that 
looked like eitravngnnt appropriations. 


Made a Good Hill. 


"When it was proposed in the senate 


to divide the appropriation bills among 
the committees having Jurisdiction of 
the several matters appropriated for, 
the assertion was made by the com- 
mittee on appropriations and opponents 
of the change that such action would 
mean that every appropriation would 
he loaded down with legislation and 
the appropriations much larger than 
heretofore. The lirst bill reported from 
a committee which had jurisdiction of 
such matters was the Indian bill. It 
is :L fact Hint this wns one of the best 
bills and that it passed the senate with 
less discussion and less opposition.thnn 
any Indian bill in mauy years before. 
The committee had a great: deal of 
pride iu making [lie bill what it should 
be and refused much of the new legis- 
lation and appropriations which have 
usually b'ccn carried. 
T-he fact is the 


committee on appropriations always 
desired to be accummodatinir 'to mem- 
bers of the senate, and much legisla- 
tion was allowed to go in that had no 
place on \he bill and which the Indian 
committee insisted should come up as 
independent measures niul not weigh 
down the appropriation bill contrary lo 
the rules of the senate as well MS (lie 
house. 
The first bill that has passed 


of this kind indicates that I lie change 
lias been successful and that the ap- 
propriation committee lias been reliev- 
ed of a great deal of hard work.

Representative Loud of California |j 


a hopeful kind of man and, notwitli- 
stnudiu.!; the fact (hat his bill to amend 
the posial.laws relating to second class 
mail matter has been defeated iu ev- 
ery congress ever since it was propos- 
ed, and in this congress at a very re- 
cent dale, he has Introduced another 
bill and. hopes to get it through. Mr. 
T.oud--has now amended the bill to 
make it affect only publications pur-- 
porting to be Issued periodically, but 
which are merely books and reprints 
of books. 
Tim fear that the country 


newspapers had of the bad effect of 
the last bill upon their business was 
one of Hie reasons given for its defeat. 
In the. new and amended bill these 
newspapers are not affected in any 
way whatever, but the publishers of. 
the other periodicals will probably 
make as great an effort iis ever to de- 
feat the new and amended Loud bill. 


Ke-cHforcemeiilN Ft>r 'Manila. 


The American rifiny iii Hie Philip- 


pines is to be ro-caforcod by a com- 
mand suclr as hns never before been 
employed in a military campaign, but 
these re-enforcements were on their 
way before GenenilOtis called for morn 
troops. The new army is an army of 
cats, aud their mission is one of ag- 
gression agaiust. the rats that are over- 
running ihe commissary department 
und ils depots at Manila. It was found 
impossible to exterminate ihese de 
slruclive pests by ordinary means, and 
u citizen of Manila finally called on a 
correspondent in New Jersey to ship a 
consignment of oflo cats to suppress 
this insurrection of the Manila rats. A 
check for STS wns forwarded to pay 
for the cats, and it. is reported that 
soon after its receipt there was a re- 
markable ami widespread and mysteri- 
ous disappearance of pot cats, tramp 
cats and all other species in the town 
where the order had been placed. Tim 
whole 500 were finally rounded up, but 
so great a disturbance did they raise 
that-tiiey had to be removed to a house 
out in the open country to avoid stis-

Tho nnnunl report of tho committee on 


health -Mid sanitation, presented to tlie 
City Council at its meeting lust • oven- 
ing, is u very curious one. The sanitary 
insjmctor and his assistant prepared a 
ropnrt to the committee 
on the 
work 


for the ^uar. The committee took that 
report, chunked the heading 
from 
tlie 


committee to tlio City Council, cancelled 
tin* signatures, 
substituted 
thut 
of its 


chairman and submitted 
the 
report as 


its own. The committee itself says not 
one word about the work 
of the 
past 


yettr, the condition of the city, the needs 
of the J'ulure, or anything else. 
The 


rcnort is as follows: 


During the 
past year 
the 
general 


health of the city lins been fully as good 
an in yfiiii'K past. We have had no epi- 
demic, -jf tlisease, although at one time 
during flu- summer there was an exag- 
gerated n-pnrt that (hero WHS an epi- 
demic of typhoid fever, as several prom- 
inent citizens were taken sick 
with the 


disease, and one died. 


The reports of the several cases were 


fully investigated, and the most oi' them 
found to have emanated from the same 
source; tlie investigation being carried 


ID the extent of having tin; diftecent wa- 
ters used by the several cases analyzed, 
nlso from what source their supplies of 
ice nnd milk came. In none of the cases 
could be found anything detrimental to 
the finalities of milk and ice, aud the dif- 
ferent waters analyzed were found to be 
of very ^ood finality. 


The sanitary inspector and his assist- 


ant have done very good work in their 
departments Ihe past year, as the follow- 
ing will show of the inspections made:

JECT TO A TUAXSFJSK TAX. 


.lusfice Patterson in tlie appellate divi- 


sion of the 
JN'cw York supreme court 


yesterday banded down a decision sus- 
taining the action of Surrogate FiUger- 
ald in declaring the. trust fund created 
by William H. Vamlerbilt for the be.no- 


HI of his Kraudchildrcn. through his son 
Cornelius Yamierbilt, subject, to the Im- 
position of a transfer tax. Justice ljat- 
Ler.son held that the contention of coun- 
sel lo the heirs that the trust fund was 
created prior to the passage of the in- 
heritance-tax laws wax untenable, as the 
heirs iliil not derive the.ir title through 
William I I . Vandorbill, 
but 
through 


tln-ir father, Cornelius Yamierbilt, 
to 


whom the property taxed was left in 
Irttsl. The opinion, written by Justice 
I'attorson, says in part: 


"On the. argument of this appeal and 


in.llie briefs submitted by counsel many 
subjects were discussed in an interesting 
and instructive manner, but the practical 
i]iie.s(ion present oil for determination re- 
lates to ihe authority to impose a tax up- 
on the success ion tu this trust Mind, as 
that fund is-at pruscitr situated. The pro- 
vision or' ilii: iiiiieinlme.nl: of .1SD7 covers 
directly anil in terms tJio present, case. 
The right of succession to the fund has 
never, as a matter of fact, been taxed, 
and we think the power to impose a tax- 
was mil exhausted, by fhe precedents in 
the .nirrowile's court 
for the imposition 


oC a tax directly connected with the gen- 
eral estate of William H. 
Yamierbilt." 


The (rust fund was of $5,OOO.OUO, and 


was held in trn^t for the benefit of the 
late Cornelius Yanderbilt. 
The 
latter 


"appointed" tlie fund to his children un- 
der a power contained in the will of W. 
II. 
Yamierbilt. and the surrogate held 


t h a t it was subject tu taxation. A mo- 
tion to declare the fund exempt from 
taxation was injide on behalf of "\Yill- 
iam K. Vanderbilt, as an executor and 
trustee, under the will of William H. 
Vanderbilt. All the justices concur.
